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BRITISH HALFPENCE IN AMERICA 


Gary A. Trudgen 


In Colonial America and the early United States the 
British halfpence was the most actively circulated coin. It 
was used in large quantities by the common man to conduct 
small transactions. Even after the United States Mint began 
to produce our own copper cents and half cents in 1793 the 
British halfpence, along with various other copper coins, 
continued to circulate. In fact, there is evidence that it 
circulated right up to the Civil War. 


In the eighteenth century, copper coins were not legal 
tender. The metal or intrinsic value of the copper coin was 
substantially less than the face value in order to pay for 
the production costs. Whereas, silver and gold coins had an 
intrinsic value equal to their face value and the production 
costs were paid by taxes. 


The counterfeiting laws with respect to silver and gold 
coins were severe, calling for death without benefit of 
clergy. Benefit of clergy was an ancient English law that 
permitted the clergy to demand trial by an ecclesiastical 
court which could not inflict the death penalty. The laws 
with respect to copper coins were much more lenient and 
violations were often overlooked by the authorities. As a 
result, both George II and George III halfpence were heavily 
counterf ei ted . Most of the counterfeiting was done in 
England, however, a small amount is known to have been done 
in America during the Conf ederat i on Period (1781-1789). 


Regal George II halfpence were coined at the Royal Mint 
in London from 1729 to 1754 with the exception of the year 
1741.

Birmingham, England is generally acknowledged as the center 
of production for the counterfeit halfpence. Of the limited 
number of known American counterfeits of British halfpence. 
Machines Mills is credited as producing the majority of them. 
Counterfeit halfpence are found dated with and without 
legitimate regal dates. Some George III counterfeit halfpence 
are known dated as late as 1794. 


The counterfeit British halfpence produced by Machin’s 
Mills in New York State are usually referred to as imitation 
British halfpence. At the time of their operation (1787-1789) 
there were no New York State laws that prohibited the coinage 
of copper. The only relevant New York State law at that time 
prohibited importing or passing counterfeit British halfpence 
and farthings, but said nothing about coining copper within 
the state. So technically Machin’s Mills coining of British 
halfpence was not illegal, justifying the use of the 
adjective "imitation" instead of "counterfeit" for their 
halfpence. 


The first big flood of counterfeit halfpence into 
America from England occured in 1753. This resulted because 
of a temporary refusal of British merchants to accept false 
coppers on any basis. At that time it was estimated that 4-Q/. 
of the copper in circulation in England was counterfeit. In 
1771 a new law was passed in England to prevent 
counterfeiting of copper coin. This statute made the offense 
a felony instead of a misdemeanor. The buying and selling of 
counterfeit copper at a discounted value also became a 
felony. This law was ineffective and resulted in large 
quantities of counterfeit halfpence being shipped to America. 
Also, as a result of this law, large quantities of halfpence 
evasions began to appear in England because they were not 
specifically covered by the new statute. An evasion is a 
copper coin with variations from the legends or devices of a 
regal halfpence. The evasions apparently were never imported 
to America in any quantity. 
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Some counterfeit British halfpence are as well made as 
the regal halfpence. They are struck from expertly prepared 
dies, good copper planchets, and are the proper weight.

Other counterfeit halfpence are crudely made. The dies are 
poorly prepared, often totally handcut, and the planchets are 
usually underweight and sometimes made from base metal.

Some counterfeit halfpence are nonsensical, where the wrong 
dates and legends are combined. The example shown combines a 
reverse die dated during the reign of George II with a George 
III obverse die. King George II reigned in England from 1727 
to 1760, while George III reigned from 1760 to 1820. This 
halfpence, which was obviously made after 1760, also bears 
witness to the practice of antedating that was sometimes 
done.

As with other coinages from this era many counterfeit 
halfpence minting errors are found. Some of these errors are 
obviously intentional as shown by the following example.

As has already been noted, the British halfpence, 
genuine or counterfeit, was used in early America to meet the 
country's small change needs. It also served as a model for 
our country's state coinages that were produced during the 
Confederation Period. No collection of early American coppers 
is complete until it contains an eighteenth century British 
halfpence. 


If this overview has whetted your appetite to know more 
about the British halfpence in America, I highly recommend 
Eric Newman's monograph entitled "American Circulation o 
English and Bungtown Halfpence." This monograph is found in 
thS book Studies on Money in Early America that was published 
by the American Numismatic Society in 1976. 
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COMMENTS OF A CONNECTICUT YANKEE 


John G. Eettinger 


Most serious collectors of early copper are eager to know 
how their collection compares with others hut some hesitate to 
disclose what they themselves own. A notable exception to such 
reluctance is the enthusiastic acceptance of John Wright's 
"Who Has What" report on major middle date large cent collections 
wherein providing information about your own collection is a 
condition of participation. The success of this "give to get" 
concept and the increased interest in middle dates, which has 
resulted, strongly suggest the use of this policy in other 
areas of early copper. Although the recording and reporting 
task may seem formidable, the benefits for collectors, for those 
engaged in research a.nd as a stimulus to EAC development would 
be invaluable. 

I realize that these comments will make little impression 
on those unwilling to share collection information under any 
circumstances or those who prefer the anonymity of owning a 
numismatic "black hole" because of possible risks incumbent 
upon disclosure but that is their loss. Life itself is a. risk 
but we must go on. Furthermore, the new friends, mutually 
beneficial trades and recent acquisitions which many of us now 
enjoy as a. result of John's report merely hint at what might 
be possible if sharing collection information about a, 11 early 
copper became a reality. 

Because of such obvious benefits, I have waited patiently 
but in vain for one of our resident experts to conduct a similar 
census of major early date large cent colletions. Unfortunately 
no one has volunteered and while there may be sound reason for 
this, none justifies further delay. I have therefore decided 
to assume responsibility for recording and reporting major early 
date collections and most sincerely solicit your cooperation 
and support in this endeavor. 

A census form for gathering information about major early 
date collections has been included in this issue of P-W. 

Although it is my hope that the scope of this survery may expand 
in the future, present resources limit this census to major early 
date collections. In any case this and subsequent surverys will 
remain a census of collections rather than an inventory of 
individual specimens by variety. 

If you own a major collection of early date varieties, I 
most earnestly seek your cooperation in completing the census 
form and returning same to me as soon as possible. This represents 
an important starting point. As you will note on the form, I 
am making a commitment that: (l) information provided will be 

shared only with those who participate in this census, (2)amend- 
ments to the initial census will be encouraged, and (3) periodic 
reports will be issued to keep the census current. However, 
before any of this is possible, I must receive your completed 
census form. Your immediate attention to this matter will be 
greatly appreciated and will assure my prompt response in return.

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LOOKING AT COPPERS AND ONESELF 
Charles Barasch 

Reading John Fettinger's "Observations" in the January PENNY-WISE 
prompted me to check each of the coins in my collection and re-examine their 
qrades. I knew there were a few coins I might have "stretched" on, for two 
basic rationales: 1) a previous owner had graded a coin higher than I might 

have, so I at least had an "expert" opinion backing me up, and 2) if I admitted 
a coin were actually a lower grade than I had bought it at, it meant I had 
probably overpaid for it, the coin was worth less than I paid, and I was not an 
astute buyer. No matter that I knew some of the coins in my collection were 
worth more than I'd paid for them; I didn't want to admit a single mistake. 

Importantly, any admissions of error had to be made to myself. 

Obviously, there are benefits to having an accurately graded collection so there 
will be no surprises when it comes time to sell, but this is not the mam reason 
for re-evaluating one’s coins. As Mr. Fettinger points out, the main benefit is 
coming to terms with oneself: you cannot be honest with the world if you first 
can't be honest with yourself. This is easily said, but hard to put into practice. 

So I did it! The 1 810 cent that I bought in a mail-bid sale as a "Fine+" 
may be beautiful, but impeccable surfaces don't create hair detail. It's 
probably not even Fine. The detail and surfaces are "all there" on an 1801 that 
I bought from a respected dealer as a VF-20, but there's a rim bump that 
knocks it down to just a nice Fine-15. And so on. 

It was painful at first, but actually with each coin I down-graded (and there 
really weren't that many) I felt better. And the good feeling was not only about 
my collection, but about myself. I felt myself growing as a person: 
amazingly, I even felt better about such things as my marriage! 

I recommend this exercise for everyone. Before trying it, I had been 
aware that buying and selling transactions were a test of honesty, but here was 
something even more important: a test of honesty with myself. It s another 

hidden benefit of copper collecting.

AJ58: I just bought a head-left New Jersey copper. From my Durst 

reprint of Maris, it seems to be obverse 50. The 88 of the date 
looks doubled, but I can't see much on the Durst plates. Is a 
doubled date normal on this obverse? Also, the planchet has an 
extra piece prodruding beyond the rim. It looks like a break in 
the collar, but we know these were not struck in collars. Is 
this a common defect in NJ planchets? 

Ans: All three New Jersey head-left varieties are scarce, but the 50 

is the least so of the three, with over twice the population of 
the other two combined. I don't know of any date doubling on 
this one, but that doesn't mean it isn't there. It might be from 
tooling, erosion, multi-strike, or actually punched into the die 
that way. I'd have to see it to give an opinion as to which it 
is. Quarterman Publications has a Maris reprint with EXCELLENT 
plates, which I highly recommend over the Durst plates. They 
actually look like photographs beyond 10X magnification. The 
flange on your copper is typical of these crudely-made pieces. 
That is just the way the blank was punched out of the strip. 

This or worse is occasionally seen on all of the colonial series. 
And you are right; there was no collar used on these. 

AJ59: Early cents and half cents occasionally come with clipped plan- 

chets. Are any lettered-edge planchets known clipped? And if 
so, does the lettering continue across the clipped place? 

Ans: I have never seen a coin with both a clip and a lettered edge, 

though this would be feasable on collar-struck edge devices such 
as St . Gaudens double eagles. On U.S. large cents the lettering 
was applied by rolling the punched - out blank between two straight 
bars. The blank would stop rolling when the clip (void) hit the 
bar. I would be very suspicious of any major clip claimed for a 
lettered-edge cent or half cent. 
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AJ60: I have two large cents that should grade EF45 or AU50 but they 

are black. Why do ANA's grading standards prohibit black coins 
from being AU, and why do they say black cannot be a natural 
color? 

Ans : Racial discrimination, maybe?? Actually, I don't like black 

cents that much either. But it's the dull, rough surfaces that 
turn me off. Glossy black can be quite lovely. All colors of 
copper come from some chemical oxidation or another. Black is 
copper sulfite, which is not only 'natural', it is also quite 
common. Probably the finest known 1794 cent of ANY variety was 
Dr. Sheldon's S~64 — acknowledged as an unchallenged 70 coin by 
everybody who has ever seen it. The coin is an ebony princess — 
full black, mirror surface, razor sharpness. Were it not dated 
1794 you would swear it was a Proof. 

AJ61: The enclosed pressing of an 1817 cent matches Newcomb's descrip- 

tion of N15, but the highest leaf position is SPR, not SPC as in 
Newcomb. Have I found a new variety? 

Ans: No, Newcomb goofed in transcribing his notes. For 1817, N12 and 

N15 share the same reverse die. The position of the 15th leaf 
(highest leaf) is noted correctly on both entries on his table 
on page 14, and on the N12 reverse description on page 18. But 
he had a finger-slip on the N15 note on that page. Your coin 
is N15 — better luck next time. 

AJ62: What is the difference between a 'coin', a 'medal', & a 'token'? 

And while we are at it, I notice that a few years back EAC made 
a 'medallion' . Is this some special kind of medal or coin? 

Ans: A 'COIN' is a piece of hard money, generally metal, with recog- 

nized circulating value and backed by some form of issuing gov- 
ernment . 

A 'TOKEN' is a piece of hard money-substitute that has a quite 
specific redemption or trade value. This includes sales tax 
tokens (good for sales tax but not for a soda) , bus tokens (good 
for a ride but not for a newspaper) , communion tokens (can par- 
take of Holy Communion but not of a restaurant meal), merchant's 
tokens (worth a dollar in his store, worth nothing elsewhere), 
and so on. 

A 'MEDAL' is an item that generally looks somewhat coin-like but 
never had any redemption value. Medals are made for awards 
(school, heroism, military, Olympic), for commemoration (EAC82, 
Moon Landing, Vernon, Washington) , or just for fun (Mardi Gras 
dubloons) . Large medals are often referred to as 'MEDALLIONS 1 
and small ones as ' MEDALETTEs ' . There are no firm dividing 
lines among these terms. 
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AJ63: What is meant by the terms ' broadstruck ' and 'brockage'? 

Ans : A 'BROADSTRUCK' coin is one struck outside of or without a collar 

and with more than the usual pressure. The coin spreads and is 
larger and thinner than usual. 

A 'BROCKAGE' coin results from a blank being fed into a striking 
chamber that did not eject the previous coin. The new blank is 
struck between a die and a coin, resulting in a normal head and 
an incused (into, reverse-image) head, or a normal tail and an 
incused tail. 

AJ64: What is this 1831 cent? It looks doubled or tripled on one side, 

all mashed out and bent up, but is not doubled on the other side. 
What happenned? How can this be? 

Ans: Your cent is a brockage-maker . See question AJ63 above. it has 

been struck several times between an obverse die and a series of 
blank planchets, one at a time. After a couple of such trips it 
really does make a mess, doesn't it. From the obverse flatness 
and the depression behind the head, I'd say it likely got a blank 
planchet or two struck into its obverse too. 



AJ65: How many man hours would it take for an engraver to make a die 

in the year 1793 or 1794: have you given any thought to this? 

Ans: I don't know, and no. 
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AJ66: 


Can you identify this 1854? I can't find any reference to the 
'earring' below the ear. I tried to sketch it and photograph it 
with no success either way, so here it is for you to look at. 

Ans: Your 1854 is a late state of N5. In this case even a good photo 

would not have resolved the identity of the 'earring'. That fea- 
ture is nothing that came from the die. It couldn't have. The 
hole is like a flat-bottomed jug — wider all around at its 
bottom than the hole at top. No die could have created such a 
shape. The raised circle is the top of the underlying cavity 
and likely came from pressure from within the cavity. Either a 
trapped gas bubble expanded under the heat and pressure of the 
strike, or a contaminant in the cavity (such as a corrosion 
product) grew to press the overlying surface outward. Either 
way, the cavity is now open, exposed, and empty. Sorry the news 
couldn't have been more momentous.

EAC 1986: GETTING THERE 

The 1986 EAC Convention will be held at the Rosslyn Westpark Hotel 
which is located at 1900 North Fort Myer Drive in Arlington, Virginia. 
How do you get there? Follow these directions. 


If you are driving : 

From the North (1-95): Take 1-495 (the Capital Beltway) West toward 

Rockville to Virginia. Once you cross the Potomac River, 
take the first exit (George Washington Memorial Parkway) 
toward Arlington and Alexandria. Exit the Parkway at the 
Key Bridge exit (about 7 miles more or less from the beltway). 
Cross the first road you come to and turn left at the second. 
The hotel is two blocks straight ahead. 


From the Northwest (1-270): Take 1-495 South toward Virginia, cross 

the Potomac River, and follow the directions above. 


From the Southwest (1-66): Stay on 1-66 inside the beltway to Exit 25 

(Rosslyn/ Key Bridge) (about 8.5 miles inside the beltway). 
Take a right at the first light and an immediate left into the 
hotel parking lot. (Note: 1-66 inside the beltway is restricted 
to car pools (3 or more people) inbound (toward Washington, 
D. C.) from 7 to 9 A. M. and outbound from 3 to 6 P.M.) 
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From the South (1-95): Take 1-395 toward Washington to Exit 8B

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MID-ATLANTIC REGIONAL MEETING 


Mike Packard 


A regional meeting of EAC was held at the Sheraton Hotel in Lanham, 
Maryland on February 15, 1986. The following members were present:

After the round of introductions and statements of collecting interests, 
Mike reported on the status of the EAG convention. Things are moving on 
schedule. Look elsewhere in this issue of PENNY-WISE to see what we 
have in store for you . 

Discussion then turned to the large cent updates. Jack reported he had 
seen the Reiver/Grellman book and that it was worth the asking price of 
$37.50 for volume 1 (1840-1848). Jack all but promised that my 
attributions of the late late dates would not change each time I studied those 
coins in my collection. Jack also reported that both Walter Breen and Del 
Bland are working hard on their respective responsibilities for the Sheldon 
update. The book, he said, is still a couple of years from publication, but 
the progress made to date has been most impressive. No one present was 
quite certain of the status of John Wright's update of the early late dates. 

Grading was our final topic of discussion, but boy what a discussion it 
was. Jack discussed his three levels of condition — choice, average, and 
scudzy — that apply to grades VF-30 and below. Should a prototype VF-20 
be worth the same as a VF-25 with a few too many circulation marks or an 
AU-50 with porosity that nets to VF-20? Is a VF-20 a VF-20, or is it 
something more or less? Should there be a one-to-one mapping between 
grade and price (one price that applies to each net grade for a particular 
variety)? Most of the members present seemed to think a perfect VF-20 
should be worth more than a higher grade coin that nets to VF-20 because 
of problems. Others disagreed. They thought if a coin with problems 
could not command a price commensurate with its net grade, then that net 
grade was too high and should be lowered. Arguments were made for both 
points of view, but I don't think many minds were changed. 

One member pointed out that assigning specific numerical values for 
grade is a matter of convention and convenience. Wear on a coin does 
occur in a series of discrete steps, but is a continuous process. Basically 
when we call a coin a VF-20, we are saying that coin meets the miminum 
requirements to be called a VF 20 but does not meet the minimum 
requirements to be called a VF-25. It can easily exceed the minimum

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requirements and might have been called VF-22 or VF— 24.853 if those points 
were recognized as valid grade levels. It cannot (or should not) be called 
a VF-20, however, if it fails even marginally to meet the minimum require- 
ments for VF-20. In reality the dividing line between VF-20 and VF-25 
(or any other two grades) is fuzzy and all too often lies between these two 
grades. How often have we heard "Most would call it a VF-25" or "I 
would call it a VF-20 but I can see how you can lean toward VF-25. We're 
close" . 

We also discussed the fact that there are many aspects to grading. The 
amount of wear on a coin is certainly important when determining grade, 
but wear is not the only consideration. Surface condition and color are also 
important determinates of grade. Most often, differences of opinion on 
grade occur because the coin has some surface problem and the graders 
disagree as to how much should be deducted for these problems. One grader 
may be able to live with light scratches but abhor edge dings, while the other 
doesn't really mind edge dings but wants the surfaces inside the denticles to 
be pristine . It is obvious that there is a strong subjective element where 
surface problems are concerned. As long as people disagree on what makes 
a coin attractive or unattractive, there will be a grading controversy. 

Should the numerical grading system be scrapped in favor of an adjectival 
system? Those present voiced a strong "No! " Changing the system doesn't 
solve the underlying problems. 

The discussion ran on and on. Should there be intermediate grades 
(e.g. MS-64)? Certainly as the price difference between two adjacent grades 
increases there will be pressure to create an intermediate grade. Is this 
bad? Recall that grade is a continuous variable, not a series of discrete 
points. Thus, there is an MS-64 and an MS-64.5 etc. On the other hand, 
as more grade levels are created, it will become more difficult to precisely 
define the conditions that separate one grade from its neighbor and more 
difficult to apply these requisites to individual coins. 

It was a good session. We also had a grading test, and a representative 
of Coin World stopped by and took our picture. Our next regional meeting 
will be held at the Sheraton Hotel in Lanham, Maryland on Saturday April 19, 
1986 at 1 P.M.

It is with sadness but great appreciation that we mark the 
end of Dr. Warren L. Lapp's stewardship of Penny-Wise, and 
the concurrent resignation of William J. Parks as printer. 

"Doc" and Bill founded Penny-Wise, and along with our founding 
President, Herb Silberman, were the driving force in the 
formation and sustained growth and respect of Early American 
Coppers. Doc and Bill have served EAC through Penny-Wise 
for 19 years.
